CHICAGO, HI., May 3.—The strike of 
the sash, door, and blind Workers in 
the lumber district Was settled tem 
porarily this hioming in more than half 
the factories,the employers granting the 
^ght hour day, until Monday when a 
final answer to the demand will be 
given. 
The employers say the conces- 
sion will not be extended beyond next 
Monday unless the eight hour day is 
made univeraai. 


The offer of eight hours and eight 
hours' pay to the 400 sash, door and 
blind workers on a strike at the C. J. 
Lt Meyer & Sons Co., was refused this 
morning, the men saying they would 
have eight hours with nine hours' pay 
or nothing. 


The entire forcé of waiters at the Chi- 
cago and Boston oyster houses will go 
Out on a strike this morning. 
This con- 
clusion was arrived at at a late hour last 
night after a lengthy session at the union 
rooms in Calhoun Place. 
In the two 
places there are about 120 waiters. 


About two thousand marble cutters 
in the retail yards of the city went out 
on strike this morning for the eight hour 
day and nine hours pay. 
The demand 
was granted at one or two yards. The

More ominous than any other one in- 
cident, however, is the sudden appear- 
ance everywhere upon the city -«alls of 
flaming placards, 
urging the, yet par- 
tially segregated demonstrators to form 
themselves into a compact body for pil- 
lage and resistance to the preservation 
of law and order. 


Numerous engagements 
took place 
between the police and the mob. Et 
peatedly the horse police charged the 
stubborn crowds, and as repeatedly were 
the policemen compelled to retreat 
Up to a late hour in the evening the 
great city remained under the almost 
undisputed control of the enemies of so 
cial order, its municipal government and 
its citizens seemingly paralyzed at the 
extent and proportions of the sudden 
danger with which they were confronted 
Troops were, however, on their way 
to the panic-stricken city, and during 
the evening three regiments of soldiers 
arrived for its protection. 
Immediately 
upon the entry of the soldiers the mili- 
tary governor of the district appeared 
and warned the striking workmen and 
the mob element that death would be 
the penalty meeted out to those who at- 
tempted to interfere with the liberty of 
action of such men as chose t9 continue 
at work. 


The troops were then ordered to ad- 
vance upon the enormous throng which 
confronted them. The crowd was for 
the time cowed and slowly and doggedly 
dispersed. 
At midnight all classes of 
people were looking forward to a re 
newa] of the turbulence to-day and some 
alarm is felt lest the old gothic cathe- 
dral; the university; the academies of 
art and of science, and others of the 
great arcitectural works of the city, may 
be attacked. 


Anarchists' proclamations have ap- 
peared in several of the manufacturing 
towns in Spain. 
The proclamations 
call for the holding of meetings on Sun- 
day and conclude by declaring that the 
time has arrived for the inauguration of 
the sociol revolution. 


The executive committee of the social- 
ist party here has taken a hand in the 
prevailing labor agitation.

day.

SHOT HER BETRAYER! 


A ITonns Oerman Oirl's Method 
RightinsT Her Wrones—A 
Mad Man's Act.

PANTHER JOE. 


An E x t r a o r d i n a r y A r i z o n a 
I n d i a n . 


H O E T L Y 
after 
the discovery of 
gold at Antelope 
Peak and along 
tlie Hassayampa 
River, in 1863, a 
Yaqni Indian^ ar- 
rived in that part 
of Arizona a n d 
engaged in min- 
ing. H e bore the 
name of Hijinio 
Carabal. 


Ill general ap- 
p e a r a n c e t h e 
^ y aqni did not dif- 
'fer from others of 
his 
race, 
s a v e 
that the right ear 
was missing, and on that side of his 
neck he carried three scars resembling 
such as might have been left from knife 
wounds. 
Like all his people he was 
passionately fond of intoxicating liquor, 
but as he Avas harmless and inoffensive 
when under its inilnence, and imposed 
upon his fellow-miners no greater iiiiiic- 
tion 
than was to be created b j the 
weird music of his native trilie as pro- 
duced on an anti inated and discordant 
harmonica or mouth-organ—which he 
always carried with him—the 
Indian 
was regai-ded as a «. ompadre and per- 
mitted to pnrsvie Lis natural inclina- 
tions. 
H e secnred a good claim and 
took out a lavg'e laiantity of dust, near- 
ly all of whieli was spent over t h e bars,

The mother watched

through fear than inclination. 
The re- 
A'erse Avas true Avith t h e young one, 
which entered heartily into the enjoy- 
ment of the romps and would leap from 
its mother's back into Joe's lap, only to 
be returned again to its perch and ex- 
ercise of bareback riding, 


J o e Avould laugh loudly a t these play- 
ful antics, Avhich 
afforded h i m the 
greatest amusement, and to allappeai*- 
ances he vA as free from 
apin-ehensions 
of danger, although he had a Avatchful 
eye ni)on the mother, and kept u p that 
constant, weird 
and peculiar 
chant 
which first attracted the two mountain- 
eers. 
T o them t h e scene was more 


wonderful than any described in t h e 
"Arabian Nights," and, while a t first 
they Averc^held spellbound by a strange 
fascination, their natural feelings soon 
asserted themselves. 
To play with an 
animal which would stealthây pursue 
a human being, pounce upon him, feed 
on bis flesh and drink of liis blood was 
unnatural ; it was disgusting and re- 
volting sorcery, and the one who pos- 
sessed such powers and took such 
enjoyment deserved to live no more 
than the brute itself.

of the party, as in an unexpected mo- 
ment liny one was likely to be attacked 
by it and killed.

able to articulate. 
Taking a hasty and 
sorrowful look at his t^wo dead pets, he 
told the prospectors, in a voice mixed 
with indignation and contempt, that a 
big cat was no worse than a house cat, 
and if treated the same would do no 
more injury, and started off. 


W h e n Snaith and Teal reached camp, 
it was to find that Joe h a d rolled u p 
his blankets and departed, whither no 
one knew. 


After the discovery of the Tombstone 
mines "Panther Joe" again appeared 
in the territory, and for several years 
was employed by the large companies 
operating there. 
When Cole's circus 
was in Ban Francisco in 1880, Joe con- 
tracted, through a friend, for the de- 
livery to them of two panthers for the 
sum of $300. I n going East the circus 
comjjany side-tracked a car, Avith cage, 
at Dragoon's summit to receive t h e 
animals, and t h e man in charge was 
surprised to learn that Joe had them 
a mile from that station, simply held 
by chains attached to collars he had

a messenger, he left the cage open the 
folloAving night and kept all persons 
away from it. The next morning it 
contained a fine specimen of an Amer- 
ican lion and a female 
jaguar—the 
dreaded tiger of Mexico. 


When the Mexican GoA-ernment de- 
clared war against Cajeme, the chief 
of t h e Yaquis, 
a few years ago, 
"Panther Joe" returned to Sonora a n d 
was one among the first that fell in 
that unjust and unequal warfare.

Ee- 
turning to his apartment about noon, 
he jiartakes of a light luncheon, then" 
spends tAVO hours in his library. 
At 'i 
o'clock he has his dinner served in 
French style. 
After dinner he some- 
times 
receiA'es 
intimate

he takes a Avalk for about a half hour, 
lieturning to his study, he gives him- 
self u p to Avriting until 
o'clock, 
Avhen s u p p e r is serA-ed. 
After sup- 
p e r a n hour i s deA^oted to the society of; 
the members of h i s household, AA^IIO en- 
tertain him Avith some faA^orite games ; 
finishing this, he returns to his library, 
Avhere he communes with his chosen 
authors until 9 or 10 o'clock, Avhen he 
retires for the night.

A SERMON BY TALMAGE. 


UlS SUBJECT A MOST TlllEEE.ir ONC: 
•'THE VOICES OF NATUKE." 


They Are Articulate and Sarmonlon«. He 
Says—The Doctor's Congregation Not at 
All Affected by the Beantiful 
Weather 
of the Springtime. 


Lithe Brooklyn Academy of Music, on 
Sunday morning. April 27, after tlie read- 
ing of an appropriate passage of Scripture 
and singing of the hvmn, "Glory to God on 
High," Di-., Talmage announced as his text 
Isa. Ix. 13: "The glory of Lebanon shall 
come unto thee, the fir tree, the pine 
tree and the box together, to beautify the 
place of my sanctuary." Following is Ids 
¡¿ermon in full: 


On our wav to Damascus we saw the 
mountains of Lebanon white with snow, 
and the places from which the cedars were 
hewn and drawn by ox teams down to the 
Mediterranean sea, and then floated in great 
rafts to Joppa, and then draAvn again by ox 
teams to Jerusalem to build Solomon's tem- 
ple. Those mighty trees in my text are 
called the "irlorv of Jjcbnnon." Inanimate 
nature felt tU§ effects of the first trans- 
gTession, "Whgn^vo touched the forbidden 
tree, it seems as if the sinful contact had 
smitten not only that tree, but as if 
the air caught the 
pollution 
from 
the 
leaves, 
and as if the sap 
had carried the virus into the very soil 
until the entire earth reeked with the lep- 
posy. Under that sinful touch nature Avith- 
ered. The inanimate creation, as if un- 
aware of the damage done it, sent up the 
thorn and brier and nettle to wound and 
fiercely oppose the human race. 


Now as the physical earth felt the effects 
of the first transgression, so it shall also 
feel the effect of the Savior's mission.. As 
from that one tree in Paradise a blight went 
forth through the entire earth, so from one 
tree on Calvary another force shall speed 
out to interpenetrate and check, subdue 
and override, the evil. In the end it shall 
be found that the tree of Calvary has more 
potency than the tree of Paradise. As the 
nations are evangelized, I think a corres- 
ponding change will be efieeted in the nat- 
ural world. I verily believe that the trees, 
and the birds, and the rivers, and the skies 
-will have a millenium. If man's sin af- 
fected the ground, and the vegetation, 
and 
the atmosphere, 
shall 
Christ's 
work be less powerful or loss extensive? 


Doubtless God will take the irregularity 
and fierceness from the elements, so as to 
make them congenial to the race, yet to be 
so 
symmetrical 
and evangelized. The 
ground shall bo so lavisli of weeds and so 
grudgeful of grain. 
Soils Avhich now have 
peculiar proclivites toward certain forms of 
evil production Avill be delivered of their be- 
setting sins. Stoep mountains, plowed down 
into more gradual ascent, shall be girdled 
with flocks of sheep and shocks of corn. 
The w»it. marsh shall become the deep 
grassed meadow. Cattle shall eat unharmed 
by caverns once haunted of wild beasts. 
Children will build play-houses in what was 
once a cave of serpents, and, as the Scrip- 
tixre saith, "The weaned child shall put his 
hand on the cockatrice's den." 


Oh, Avhat harvests sliall be reaped whfcn 
neither drouth, nor excessive rain, nor mil- 
dew, nor infesting insects shall arrest the 
growth, and the utmost capacity of the fields 
for production shall be tested by an intelli- 
gent and athletic yeomanry. 
Thrift and 
competency characterizing the world's in- 
habitants, their dwelling places shall bo 
graceful and healthy and adorned. 
Tree 
and arbor and grove around about will look 
as if Adam and Eve had got l)aek to Para- 
dise. 
Great cities, now neglected and un- 
washed, sluill be orderly, adorned with ar- 
chitectural symmetry and connected with 
far distant seaports by ¡present modes of 
transportation carricd to their greatest por- 
fection, or by now inventions yr-t to spring 
up out of the water or drop front tlio air at 
the beck of a Morse or a liol^ort Fulton l>o- 
longingto future meliorations. 
Isaiah in my 
text seems to loolc forward to the future 
condition of the physical earth as a condi- 
tion of great beauty and exeellencc, and 
then prophesies that as tlie strongest and 
mo,st excellent ornamental timber in Leba- 
non was brought doAvn to Jei-usalem and 
constructed into tlie ancient loinple, so all 
that is beautiful and excellent in the physi- 
cal earth shall yet contribute to the church 
now being built in the world, 
"The glory of 
Lebanon shall come unto thro; tlie lir tree; 
the pine tree, and the l)ox t' >gr>iher,to beau- 
tify the place of my sanctuary. 


Much of this prophecy has already been 
fulfilled, and i proceed lo some practical 
remarks up the contril)Ulions which the 
natural world is making to tlie kingdom of 
God, and then draw some inferences. 
Tlie 
first 
contribution that nature gives to the 
church is her testimony in behalf of the 
truth of Christianity. 
This is an age of 
profound research. 
Xature cannot ova<i<5 
men's inquiries as once. 
In choniisfs 
laboratory she is put to torttxru and lom- 
pelled to give up her mysteries. 
ni<lden 
laws have come out of their hiding place'. 
The earth and the lieaA Ciis, since they have 
been ransacked by geologist and botanist 
and astronomer, ai)pear so different from 
what they once were that they may 
called "the nev,' heavens and the new 
earth." 


This researcli and discovery will liave 
powerful eftect upon tlie religions worlil. 
They must either a<lvancc or arrest Chris- 
tianity, make men better or make lijem 
woi'se, bo the churcli's 
honor or the 
chiircirs overthrow. 
Christians, aware of 
this in the early ages of dis'-overy, were 
nervous and fearful as to the progress of 
science. They fiiared that some 
natural 
law, 
before 
unknovrn, 
would 
suddenly 
spring into harsh collision with 
Chris- 
tianity. 
Gunpowder and the gicam of 
swords would not so much have been feared 
by religionists as electric batteries, voltaic 
piles, and astronomical apparatus. It was 
feared that Moses and tlu; prophets •.vould 
be run over by skeptical chemists and 
philosophers. 
Some of the followers of 
Aristotle, after the invention of the tele- 
scope, refused to look through that instru- 
ment, lest what rhoy saw Avould overthrow 
the teachings of that gi-cat philosoi)her. 
But the Christian religion has no such ap- 
prehension now. 


Bring on your telescopes and microscopes 
and spectroscopes—and the more the bet- 
ter. The God of nature is the God of the 
Bible, and in all tlie universe and in all the 
eternities He never once contradicted Him- 
self. 
Christian merchants endow universi- 
ties, and in them Christian professors in- 
struct Iho children of Christian communi- 
ties. The warmest and most enthusiastic 
friends of Christ are th«^ bravest and most 
enthusiastic friends of science. The church 
rejoices as much over every discovery as 
the world rejoices. 
Good men have found 
that there is no war between science and 
re^gion. 
That which at first has seemed to 
be the weapon of the infidel has turned out 
to be the weapon of the Christian. 


Again, nature offers an invaluable con- 
tribution to Christiimity by the illustration 
she makes of divine truth. The inspired 
writers seized upon the advantages offered 
by the natural world. Trees and rivers and 
cloitds and rocks broke forth into holy and 
enthusiastic utterances. 
Would Christ set 
forth the strength of faith, he points to tlie 
sycamore, whose roots spread out and strike 
down and clinch themselves amid great 
depths of earth, and he said that faith was 
strong enough to tear that up by the roots. 


AtHawarden, England. Mr. Gladstone, 
while showing me his trees during a pro- 
longed Avalk through his magnificent park, 
pointed out a sycamore, and with a wave of 
the hand said. "In your visit to the Holy 
Land did you see any sycamore more im- 
pressive than that ?" I confessed that I had 
not. Its branches were not more 
remark- 
able than its roots. It was to such a tree 
that Jesus pointed when he would illustrate 
the power of faith. "Ye might say unto this 
sycamore tree. Be thou plucked up by the 
root and be thou cast into the sea, and it 
would obey you." One reason why Christ 
has fascinated the world as no other teacher 
is because instead of using severe argument 
he was always telling how something in the 
spiritual world was like unto something in 
the natural world. 
Oh these wonderful 
"likes" of our Lord! Like a grain of mus- 
tard seed. Iiike a treasure hid in a field. 
Like a merchant seeking goodly pearls. 
Like unto a net that was. cast into the sea. 
Like unto.,a householder. 


Would Christ. teach ,tho precision with 
which he looks after you he says he counts 
the hairs of your head. Well, that is along 
and tedious count if the head have the 
average endowment. 
It has been found 
that if the hairs of the head be black there 
are about 120,(KK), or if they be flaxen there 
are about 140,000. But God knows tlie ex- 
act number: "The hairs of your head are 
all numbered." Would Christ impress us 
with the divine watchfulness and care, he 
spaaks of the sparrows, that were a nuis- 
ance in those times. They were caught by 
the thousands in the net. They were thin 
aad scrawny, and had comparatively no 
meat on their bones. They seemed almost 
valueless, whether living or dead. Now, 
argues Christ, ii my FAthet takes eare oC 
th^m will He not take care of you? Christ 
would ;have the Christian despondent over 
his slownesd'bf reHglous developmeiittq.gp 
t o f i e l d 
for iiLle88on< MH«. m 


woman s tongue, he points to a leakage in 
the top of his house or tent, A/here, through- 
out the stormy day. the water comes 
through. faMing upon the floor—drip ! drip I 
drip! and ho says, '.'A continual drippingin 
a very rainy day and a contentious woman 
are-^Uke." Would Christ set forth the char- 
acter of those who make great profession of 
piety, but have no fruit, he compares them 
to barren flg trees, which have very large 
and showy leaves, and nothing but leaves. 
Would Jot illustrate deceitful friendships, 
he speaks of brooks in those climes, that 
wind about in different directions, and dry 
up when you want to drink out of them: 
"My brethren have dealt deceitfully as a 
brook, and as the stream of brooks they 
pass away." David, when he would impress 
us Willi tho despondency into which he had 
sunk, compares it to a'quagmire of those 
regions, through which he had doubtless 
tried to walk, but sunk in up to his neck, 
and lie cried, "I sink in deep mire where 
there is no stan,ding." .Would Habakkuk 
set forth the capacity which God gives the 
good man to walk safely amid the wildest 
perils, he points to the wild animal called 
the hind v.^'álking Over the slippery rocTcs, 
and leaping from wild crag to wild crag, by the 
peculiar "make of its hoofs able calmly to 
sustain itself in the most dangerous places: 
"The Lord God is my strength, and he will 
make mv feet like hind's feet." 


Job makes all natural objects pay trib- 
ute to the royalty of his book. As you go 
go through some chapters of Job you feel as 
if it were a bright spring morning, and you 
see the glittering drops from the grifes un- 
der yoirr feet, you say with that patriarch, 
"Who hath begotten'the drops of the dew?" 
And now, as you read on, you seem in the 
silent midnight to behold the waving of a 
great light upon your path, and you look up 
to find it the aurora boreali», which Job de- 
scribed so long ago as "the bright light in 
the clouds and • the splendor that cometh 
out of the north." As you read on there is 
darkness hurtling in the heavens,. and the 
showers break loose till the birds fly for 
hiding placé and the mountain torrents in 
réd ftiry foam over the rocky shelving; and 
with the same poet you exclaim, "Who can 
number the clouds in wisdom, or who can 
stay the bottles of Heaven?" As you read 
on you feel yourself coming in frosty climes, 
and, in fancy, wading through the snow, 
you say, with that same inspired writer, 
"Hast thou entered into the treasures of the 
snowV" And while the sharp sleet drives 
in your face, and the hail stings your cheek, 
you quote Him again : "Hast thou seen the 
treasures of the hait?" In the Psalmist's 
writings I hear the voices of the sea: ^Deep 
ealleth unto deep;" and the roar of forests: 
"The Lord 
shaketh the wilderness of 
Kadesh ;" and the loud peal of the black 
tempest: 
"The God of glory thundereth:" 
and the rustle of the long silk on the well- 
lilled husks: "The valleys are covered with 
corn;" and the cry of Avild beasts: "The 
young lions i-oar after their prey;" the hum 
of palm trees and cedars: "Tho righteous 
shall flourish like a palm tree ; he shall grow 
like a cedar in Lebanon;" the sough of 
wings and the swirl of 
fins: 
"Dominion 
over the fowl of the air and the flsh of the 
sea." 


The truths of the gospel might have been 
presented in¡ technical terms, and by the 
means of dry definitions, but under these 
the world would not have listened or felt. 
How could the safety of trusting upon 
Christ have been presented, were it not for 
the figure of a rock? How could the glad - 
dening ciTect of the gospel have been set 
forth, had not Zacharias thought of the 
dawn of the morning, exclaiming: "The day 
spring from on high hath visited us to give 
light to them that sit in darkness." How 
could tho soul's.intense longing for Christ 
liavo been presented so well as by the em- 
blem of natural hunger and natural thirst? 
As tho lake gathers into its bosom the 
shadow of hills around, and the gleam of 
stars above, so, in these great deeps of di- 
vine truth, all objects in nature are grandly 
reflected. "We walk forth in the spring time, 
and ererything breathes of Kesurrection. 
Bright blo'ssoms and springing grass speak 
to us of tho coming up of those whom wo 
have loveti, when in tho white robes of their 
joy and coronation they shall appear. 


And when in the autumn of the year na- 
ture prcaches thoxisands of funeral sermons 
from the ti-xt, "Wo all do fado as a leaf," 
and scatters her elcprios in our path, wo can- 
not help l)ut tliinkof sickness and the tomb. 
Even wint(;r, "Ijcing dead, yet speaketh." 
The world will not be argued into the right. 
Tell th<?m what religion is like. 
When tho 
mother tried to tell her dying child what 
heaven was she compared it to light. "But 
' that hurls my eyes," said the dying girl. 
I TIkmi the motiiercoinparcd heaven to inusic, 
I "l}ut any sound hurts nie; l a m so weak," 
j said the dying cliild. Then she was told 
I that Heaven was like mother's arms. "Oh, 
take nie there!" she said. 
"Tf it is like 
mother's arms, take mo there!" The appro- 
priate simile luni been found at last. 


Anotlier contribution which the natural 
world is making to the kingdom of Christ is 
the defense and aid Avliich the elements are 
compelled to give to tho Christian person- 
ally. Thero is no law in nature but is sworn 
fortlio Christian's dei'onse. In Job this 
thouglit is presented as a bargain made be- 
t w e e n iJie inanimate creation and tho right- 
eous man: 
"Thou Shalt be in league with 
the stones of the liold." 
What a grand 
thought tlKit the lightnings, and the tem- 
p e s t s , and tho hail and tho frosts, which 
aro tlie enemies of unrighteousness, are all 
marshaled as the Christian's botly guard. 
They light for him. They strike "with an 
arin'of fire, or dutch with the fingers of ice. 
Everlasting peace is di.'clared lietweon tin; 
liercosc ei'Mnents uf nature and good man. 
They may iu their fnry seem to be indis- 
crinîinatè. smiting down tho righteous with 
the wioked, yet they cannot damage tlie 
Christian's soul, alti'iougli they may shrivel 
his body. Tlie wintry blast 
that hoAvls 
about your dwelling you may call your 
brother, and the south wind coming up on a 
June (lay by way of a ilower garden you 
may call your sister. Though so mighty in 
circumference and diameter, the sun and 
the moon have a special charge concerning 
you. "Tho sun shall not smitti tliee by day, 
nor tho moon l>y night." Elements and 
forces hidden in tlie earth ar(^ now har- 
nessed and at work in ]Producing for you 
food and clothing. 
Honie graiii lield that 
you never saw presented you this-day with 
your morning meal. Tho great earth and 
the heavens are the busy loom at work for 
you; and shooting light, and silvery stream, 
and sharp lightning are all woven threads 
in the great loom, with God's foot on the 
sliuttlc. The same spirit that converted 
your soul has also converted the elements 
from emnity toward you into iiiviolable 
friendship.' and furthest star and deepest 
cav<;rn, regions ot everlasting cold as well 
as climes of eternal summer, all have a mis- 
sion of good, direct or indirect, for your 
spirit. 


Now I infer from I his that the study of 
natural objects will increase our religious 
knowledge. If David and Job and .Tohn 
and Paul could n<jt afford i o let go without 
observation one passing cloud, or rift of 
snow, or spring blossom, you cannot afford 
to let them go without study. 
SEon and 
Avomen of God most eminent in all ages for 
faith and zeal indulged in such observa- 
tions—Payson and Baxter and Doddridge 
and Hannah More. That man is not worthy 
the name of Chi-istian who saunters list- 
lessly among these magnillcent disclosures 
of divine power aroundl beneath and above 
us, stupid and uninstructed. 
They are not 
worthy to live In a desert, for that has its 
f o u n t a i n s a n d p a l m t r e e s ; n o r i n r e g i o n s of 
everlasting ice, for even there tlie stars 
kindle 
t h e i r 
l i g h t s , .ind a u r o r a s Hash, a n d 
huge icebergs shiver in the morning light, 
and God's power sits upon them as upon a 
great white throhe. Yet there are Chris- 
tians in the church who look upon all such 
tendencies of mind and heart as soft senti- 
mentalities, and because they believe this 
printed revelation of God are content to be 
infidels in regard to all that has been writ- 
ten in this great book of tho universe, 
written in letters of stars, in paragraphs of 
constellations, and illustrated with sunset 
and thunder cloud and spring morning. 


I infer, also, the transcendent importance 
of Christ's religion. 
Nothing is so far down, 
and nothing is so high up, and nothing so 
far out, but God makes it pay to the Chris- 
tian religion. If snow and tempest and 
dragon are expected to praise God, suppose 
you he expects no homage from your soul? 
When God has Avritten his truth upon every- 
thing around you, suppose you he did not 
mean you r.o open your eyes and read it? 


Finally, I learn from this subject what an 
honorable position the Christian occupies 
wken nothing is so great and glorious in 
nature but is made to edify, defend and in- 
struct him. Hold up your heads, 
sons 
and daughters of the Lord Almighty, that 
I may seo how you rbear your honors. 
Though now you may think yourself- unbe- 
friended, this spring's soft wind, and next 
summer's harvest of barley, and next au- 
tumn's glowing fruits, and next winter's 
storms, all seasons, all elements, zephyr 
and euroclydon, rose's breath and thunder- 
cloud, gleaming light and thick darkness, 
are sworn í» defend you, and cohorts of 
angels.would fly to deliver you from peril, 
and the great God would unsheath his 
sword and arm the universe in your cause 
rather than that harm should touch you 
with one of its lightest 
fingers. "As the 
mountains around about Jerusalem, so the 
Lord is arouniabout His people from this 
time forth for evermormore."

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL. 


A contemporary quotes the third verse 
of the thirty-second Psalm: 
"When I 
kept 
silence my bones waxed old; 
through my roaring all day long," and 
calls it "nonsense," as if the words of 
the first half contradict those of the 
latter half. 
The remedy proposed is to 
put parts of verses three and four into 
a parenthesis, and connect the first part 
of the third verse with the last of the 
fourth. 
But the evil is imaginary, and 
the 
emendation 
needless. 
The true 
meaning of the verse has been seen by 
all 
critics -w'ithout exception. 
The 
silence 
referred to is not a refraining 
from speech, but from confession, and 
this continuous impenitence led to the 
writer's distress, as shown by his roar- 
ing, or (as the revised edition has it) 
moaning all day long. 
An exact parallel 
is found in Acts, xi., 18, "When 
they 
heard these things they held their peace 
and gloirified G o d t h a t is, they held in 
any murinurings 
against Peter, were 
silent as to complaint, but, on the con- 
trary, love-spoken in their ascriptions 
of praise to God. 
It does seem that 
some persons undertake to criticise the 
Authorized Verson and the Revised, 
without having any call, 
either from 
heaven or earth, to such work. 


B e h a v i o r a t C h u r c h . 


Around the doors of country meeting- 
houses it has always been the castom 
for the people to gather before church 
and after church for social intercourse 
and shaking of hands. Perhaps because 
we ourselves were born in the country 
and have never got over it, the custom 
pleases us. 
I u the cities, we arrive the 
last moment before the services, and go 
away the first moment after. 
W e act 
as tbougli the church were a rail-car, 
into which we get when the time for 
starting arrives, and we get out again 
as soon as the depot of the doxology is 
reached.

She is dead." Yes, so we might do 
if Jesus were only, as some faiths seem to 
hold him, an earth's physician, one to ease 
life's pains and make the present existence 
a little more tolerable. But Christ is Lord 
of life. His scentor is over all the realms 
of the universe. 
"Yea, though I walk 
throuah tho valley of the shadow of death 
I shall tear no evil, for thou art with me: 
thy rod and thy staff they comfort mo." 
Dear hearts, trust the sympathy and care 
of Jesus. 
"Blessed are the dead who die 
in the Lord."

The worldling may 
"well shrink and cower, for he has defied 
not only the prince of death but the king ol 
life. He meets the pal J monster alone and 
unshielded. 
Alas for him! But for the 
Christian death is swallowed up in victory. 
,He can say, "O, death, where is thy sting: 
O, grave, where is thy victory? The sting 
of death is sin—Christ took that away— 
i"and tho strength of sin is the law"—Christ 
'fulfilled that. 
And. so we cry, "Thanks be 
• to God, whichgiveth us the victory through 
tour Lord Jesus Christ." 
» Weep not. This is Christ's second com- 
forting word at the bedside of death. It is 
not only "fear not." but "weep not." 
Tears 
abide while life lastfj and parting scenes 
keep coming, but they are no longer the 
'tears of hopelessness. 
"He wept," we say, 
."that we might weep." In another and, 
perhaps, truer sense he wept that we might 
not weep. In the dropping of our Lord's 
tears at the grave we catch the rainbow 
iilints of hope and promise beyond. 
Even 
•here, by faith, do we apprehend the blessed 
^promise: "God shall wipe away all tears 
wfrom their eyes." .;\jid this is the assuase- 
ment of our grief—that we shall meet again. 
Life is not ended: friendships are not for- 
ever sundered. In him tho broken ties 
shall be reunited and we shall know as we 
are known. 
God give us grace to see be- 
yond earth's vale ot tears. 
God enables us 
to pierce by faith even now the clouds and 
dimming mists of earth and behold with 
radiant J ace. when days are brisht or days 
are dark, "the beauty of tlie hills."

friend's reputation to suffer, therefore 
he urges that the World be presented to 
the grand jury for indictment for crimi- 
nal libel. 
This has been done. The 
editors of the World have given bail, 
and the World 
anijounces that the

greatest fervor. I n short, the World 
does not back down an inch, and "re- 
peats the charge that Hilton preyed 
upon Stewart and robbed Mrs. Stewart, 
and it invites him to test the truth of 
the charges in the courts."

lilmost iny occupation, and so idr d,s 
mere diversity of intellectual resources 
is concerned, there is doubtless some 
portibn of truth in this idea. 
That it 
will not do to take it too literally, how- 
ever, will appear from the recital of an 
interesting incident in the life of a man 
who is now one of the best-known re- 
porters in New Y®rk. 


This gentleman began practical life 
by learning the trade of a carpenter and 
cabinetmaker, and he declares that he 
was a good mechanic too. 
Be^that as it 
may, he was known as a good talker and 
he was extremely persistent withal. So 
when a co-operative futoiture factory 
was started £l number of years ago in a 
certain town in the interior of the State, 
where he had been working, he was 
unanimously selected as the proper man 
to go out through the country and drum 
up trade. He did not know much about 
the conduct of afiairs in the business 
department of a manufacturing estab- 
lishment, but he liked to travel, he had 
plenty of assurance, and he started out 
with all the confidence of an experienced 
drummer. 


He received a copy of the first price- 
list made'out by the new company, as 
well as a book of cuts showing the 
character of the goods sold, aud also 
lists of furniture dealers, and he was 
soon out on his tour, which was planned 
to include portions of New York, Penn- 
sylvania and Ohio. 


The first large furniture dealer he 
struck was inclined to be extremely 
skeptical regarding the advisability ©f 
trading with an Establishment of the kind. 
He looked over the catalogue carefully, 
however, and, after asking some more 
questions aa to the resources of the 
concern, he gave an order for several 
extension tables.

He 
hated to stop in the midst of such a good 
business trip, but the message was most 
peremptory in tone, and he concluded 
to return. 
As he had anticipated, some 
of his numerous partners were at the 
station to meet him, but they didn't 
bring a brass band along, and instead 
of the joyous welcome which 
should 
have illumined their faces, they wore 
looks of anger and blank despair. 


The story was soon told. 
The man- 
agers of the enterprise, in order to at- 
tract trade, had hit on the old device 
of selling one staple article exceedingly 
cheap. 
They had selected the exten- 
sion table for this purpose, and every 
one of the tables he had contracted for 
meant an actual loss to the company. 
The eager canvasser had forgotten all 
about this, and he had been industri- 
ously disposing of the bait, while totally 
neglecting any opportunity to catch the 
fish he had been sent out to sifare. 


"But the tables were never delivered," 
said the hero of this episode, recently, 
in recounting the experiences. "Tne 
company suspended as soon as I got 
back." 


The young man bad learned how to 
use his tongue, however, and he was 
soon able to save money while canvass- 
ing for a patent 
flat-iron, 
and, 
after 
various ups and downs, he became a 
reporter. 
In that line he has achieved 
unusual success and he now owns his 
own home over in Long Island.— 
York

A Suburban Garden, 


Pon't rest satisfied when your front 
lawn is well covered with velvety grass, 
though I admit it is something to be 
proud of. 
Fill the land in the rear of 
the house with flowers aud shrubbery. 
Perennial plaiits live for years, and be- 
come more beautiful with age. 
For a 
bed next the fence, or bordering the 
driveway, these flowers give great sat- 
isfaction. 
By planting crocus, 
narcis- 
sus, pansies, lilies, roses, spirea, phlox 
—the newer varieties are beautiful— 
columbine, sweet William, aconitum, 
delphinium, veronica, Valeriana, gypso- 
phila, (mist,) anemone and pyrethrum, 
you will have flowers during the whole 
season. 
Hardy climbers—prairie rose, 
clematis, wistaria and 
honeysuckle— 
add beauty to a house, and if trained on 
galvanized wire, which can easily be 
removed when repairs or painting are 
necessary, 
need not touch the wood- 
work. 
A dollar invested in such an- 
nuals as mignonette, 
sweet alyssum, 
asters, petunias, nasturtiums, scabiosa, 
salvia, and sweet peas, will yield a won- 
derful return. 
The most lovely of all 
trellises is one covered with the last 
named flowers. A light frame of wire 
made in fine network to support the 
delicate tendrils of the vine is necessary. 
There have been great improvements in 
sweet peas in late years, the new varie- 
ties producing a much larger 
flower 
and one of a great variety of hues. If 
you grow verbenas, 
start them in the 
house; they make stronger plants from 
the seed than from 
cuttings. 
It is 
necessary to have fresh seed, and to 
transplant when about four inches high. 
French cannas repay the trouble of 
starting early. 
This is a beautiful 
variety, as the foliage is luxuriant and 
varied in color, and profuse bloomers, 
having orchid-like flowers, varying from 
crimson, rose, yellow, salmon and in- 
termediate shades. 
Soak the seeds in 
hot water before planning. 
3^en weeks 
stocks should also be started in the 
house, under glass, to be ready to plant 
out after all danger from frost is over. 
Of summer blooming bulbs, gladioli and 
tuberoses are the best; the latter should 
be planted in pots and plunged in the 
border. Greenhouse plants—geraniums, 
heliotrope, fuchsia, lemon 
verbena, 
arbutilon—must not be set out until the 
last of May. Chrysanthemums may be 
planted rather earlier, though some of 
the newer kinds require careful, treat- 
ment.

tail was sent 
out from our 
c o m p a n y 
(Tenth Ohio 
Cavalry) to 
"raise'' provisions for t h e company. 
Our party consisted of eight kids, all 
told, commanded by Sergeant 
Jacob 
Baker. 
W e started on our expedition 
about 9 o'clock a. m. After traveling 
four or five miles we came to a large 
field which lay on a high, rolling plain 
overlooking a stream on -which stood a 
flouring 
mHl. 
T h e mill was being r u n 
by some Yanks, who h a d captured a 
lot of wheat, which they were grinding. 
The stream was bordered with a heavy 
growth of timber, which shut out t h e 
view of the country beyond to which 
we were going. 
" After crossing t h e 
stream and going about a quarter of a 
mile w e again came to an open country, 
where the road made a n angle to t h e 
north. 


W e traveled about five miles farther, 
when we came to a plantation. W e 
found about half a barrel of flour, a 
bushel of cornmeal, a b u t t of tobaoco, 
some bacon, hams a n d shoulders. 
I 
proceeded to an old log hu.t near by, 
which was 
inhabited b y a lady and 
three small children. 
They w«re in 
hard 
luck. 
They 
seemed to have 
scarcely anything to eat. I found four 
gallons of candied honey, which I cov- 
eted very much : b u t we did not have 
the courage to deprive h e r and b e r 
children of aiiv of the necessaries of

life. I told her I would give h e r five 
dollars in greenbacks for t h e honey. 
She told me that she did not want my 
money, as she could not use it. I told 
her l" wanted t h e honey, and accord- 
ingly went down in my pocket and gave 
her a roll of bills, amounting to over 
fifteen hundred doUaars i n Confederate 
money, and would have paid more if 
she h a d asked it. I isook t h e honey 
and returned to my comrades. 


The next question w^^as how to trans- 
l^ort all our forage to camia. 
W e soon 
found a way to do this. 
Wo found a 
yoke of oxen and a cart and a negro 
driver. W e accoi^dingly_ loaded our 
provisions on the eart, mounted t h e 
negro on the load to drive, and started 
for camp, it being about throe o'clock 
in the afternoon. 


We proceeded 
al@ng 
finely. T h e 
road for several miles was bordered by 
heavy timber on our left, while planta- 
tion after plantation lay on our right. 
I watched the negro driver sitting upon 
his i^erch driving the oxen so gentle 
and 
nice. A longing -desire to drive 
oxen took possession of me, which de- 
sire I felt unable to resist. I took t h e 
long gad-whip from the negro, telling 
him at the same time that I was an old 
ox-drive. I rode u p b y tho side of the 
off ox and commenced to larrup t h e 
animals gently to increase their speed, 
which I immediately accomplished, for 
they started to run. I, being mounted, 
kept by their side for some time trying 
my best to stop them. I yelled "Whoa, 
Buck ! whoa. Berry!" b u t they would 
not "whoa," b u t left the road, 
going 
into t h e timber, 
bellowing at every 
jump, the negro clinging on for dear life. 
One wheel of the cart suddenly struck 
a stump about two feet high, throwing 
the oxen, turning the cprt and contents 
upside 
down. 
T h e darky lit about 
fifteen 
feet from t h e cart. 
W e gath- 
ered u p our things as best we could. 
W e had an old dress-skirt tied over t h e 
barrel in which we had our flour; con- 
sequently we did not lose much of that, 
and as luck would have it our jars of 
honey were all 
right. 
After loading 
up, t h e negro was duly installed as 
driver for t h e rest Of the journey. 


W h e n within a mile of t h e mill be- 
fore mentioned, which, stood near an 
:angle in t h e road. I intimated that 
ifchere would b e considerable flour on 
h a n d at t h e mill, and t h a t it would be 
a n easy thing to stampede t h e boys 
from there if we wotild work i t right. 
W e iiccordingly divided into two par-

rection. 
Then the parl^ np the road, 
our ôpponèntà, charged ns. 'We iell 
rapidly back,- and turning ^ the coraier 
of the anglo w e saw, a grand 
sight. 
The mill was still rtmning, aind so wére 
thé Yanks and negiroés. 
Thëy -v^ere 
rapidly disappearing o-^rer the nill; to- 
-ward camp, leaving us in possession of 
a large amount of &>m' and meaL 'We 
loaded up all -we could haul and -went 
on our way full handed in prci-^sidns. 
I have always thought those ¿aiU boys 
imagined they were attacked by fiv,e 0 
six hundred Jdhnnies, and had a tj&rri- 
ble story tp tell 
their comrades on 
their return home.

our own country, James Eumsey was 
engaged in experiments looking to the 
development of steam navigation as 
early as 1784, and in 1786 he sitcceeded 
in diiving a boat on the Potomac Eiver 
at the rate of four miles an hour by 
means of a water jet forced out at the 
storn. 
Eumsey subsequently went to 
England, and continued his experi- 
ments on t h e Eiver Thames.

FITCH'S STEAMBOAT—17SG. 


Fitch worked a t this problem at the 
same time with Eumsey, and had an 
experimental steamer on the Delaware 
in 
1786. His propelling 
instru- 
ments 
were 
paddles 
suspended b y 
the

of 
};heir 
shafts, 
and moved by a series of cranks. 
Fitch's steamer, which is herewith il- 
lustrated, was sixty feet long. I n 17D6 
Fitch resumed his exj)eriments in New 
York, using a screw. I n Scotland, in 
1788, a speed of five miles an hour was 
attained by a steamboat consisting of 
two connected hulls driven b-^ a single 


lying in that city. 
Seeing a volume oj 
smoke ascending from the steamer, he 
naturally concluded she was on fire, 
and 
with 
commendable 
promptitud 
dispatched two cutters to her relief; or 
boarding they found her all right. Shi 
steamed for Liverpool; on nearing th« 
city t h e piers 
were thronged 
witl 
thousands of peojjle, who greeted he: 
with enthusiastic cheers." 
T h e regis 
trv of the Savannah, made March 27 
1819, the dav before she left New Yorl 
for the city after which sne was named 
states that she was owned by a com; 
pany of Avhich William Scarborough, o- 
Savannah, was President; that she was 
built in New Y'ork by Samuel Ficketi 
and William Crockett, master carpen- 
ters ; that she had one deck and three 
masts; was ninety-eight feet six inche.« 
in length, twenty-five feet ten inche'i 
in breadth, fourteen feet two inches in 
depth, had a burden of 319.70-95 tons, 
and was a sqiiare-sterned shijj. As will 
be seen by t h e picture, she carried a 
good load of canvas, and, according to 
the best authorities, this helped her to 
England more than her steam, as a mat- 
ter of fact. 
She left Savannah Ma;v 
22. 1819, and did not reach Liveri)ool 
until J u n e 22—a 
trip of thirty-one 
days. 
S h e subsequently \asited St. 
Petersburg and Stockholm, and did 
not return until Dccembei'. 
H e r voy- 
age occupied so much time, and was so 
expensive, that it discoui-aged, rather 
than encouraged, attemi^ts at ocean

A fe-vv 
months later a larger vessel, x^ropelled 
by an engine of t-welve-horse power, 
attained a speed of seven miles an 
hour. I n 1801 a Scotchman 
named 
Symington constructed for Lord Dun- 
das a canal steambpat with a stern- 
wheel 
driven by " a 
steam-engine 
twenty-two inches in diameter, but it 
was laid u p soon afterward because it 
was 
feared the banks of t h e canal 
might be injured by the waves. 


These experiments toward the appli- 
cation of steam to water 
navigation 
bring us down to 1803, in which year 
the immortal Eobert Fulton appears 
upon the scene. 
Fulton built a steam- 
boat a n d launched it on the river 
Seine, at Paris, in 1803. I n 1806 he 
returned to the United States, and 
with Chancellor R. Li-vingston bad a 
boat built 130 Seat long, called the 
Clermont, which made a successful 
trip from New York to Albanv and 
return, accomplishing a sj^eed of five 
miles an hour. 


The engine of the Clermont, which 
is shown in the illustration, had a 
steam cylinder t-vsrenty-four inches in 
diameter and a stroke of four feet. 
The boiler was twenty feet long and 
the wheels fifteen feet in diameter,i 


The 
Clermont, after having 
Tjeen 
lengthened ten feet, made regular trips 
to Albany in 1808, and was t h e first 
steamboat e-^er made commercially suc- 
cessful. 


Col. John Stevens, in 1804, experi- 
mented with encouraging success with 
a small vessel driven by a high-press- 
ure engine, a sectional boiler, and a 
single 
screw. 
H e also tried 
twin 
screws, the steamboat having a length 
of sixty-eight * feet and a breadth of 
fourteen feet. 
This machinery, which 
is shown in the illustration, is retained, 
in a good state of preservation, at t h e 
Stevens 
Institute of Technology, in 
Hoboken, N. J . I n 1844 it was placed 
in a new hiill and produced a speed of 
eight miles an hour. 


The experiments and inventions of 
Hulls, Jduffrev, Fitch, Fulton, Ste-

steam navigation, and it was not until 
1833 that any further serious attempts 
were made at ocean steamship navi- 
gation. I n that year the Eoyal Wil- 
liam made the trip from Quebec to' 
Londbn in twenty-five days. In 1838: 
regular voyages began to be made, the 
pioneers being the Sirius a n ^ Great 
Western, t h e former of which made 
the distance from London to New York 
in,seventeen days, and the latter from 
Bristol to New York in fifteen days., 
This was a great advance on the time 
made by the Savannah and the Eoyat 
William, b u t seems slow, indeed, com-

T h e Is^st-named

S. F. Coombs says that 
while calling on old Seattle at the Old 
Man House he learned the following, re- 
garding that old gentleman's early his- 
tory and why he had been a chief: 


It seems long before any w^hite people 
had settled on Puget Sound/ and about 
the time the Hudson Bay Company were 
establishing their posts in the Northwest, 
the Indians living on the Upper White 
River and the mountain Indians had 
banded together to make a fight on the 
Puget Sound tribes, or those known as the 
Old Man ilouse tribe. Word i-eached them 
that a force of those mountain Indians 
were about to start in canoes from Uppe^ 
Green atd WTiite rivei-s in sucli numbei-s 
and so well armed, that if they reached 
Dufk'amish, 
iu)w Elliott Bay, the Old 
Man House tribe would be wiped out. A 
council of the old and wise ones gathered, 
and Seattle, then a young man not over' 
20, volunteered and devised a plan to 
check the enemy in reaching salt water. 
All of the rude instruments in the shape 
of axes were called for. They left Elliott 
Bay by canoe.s and by trail, Seattle head- 
ing the expedition. 


A short distance above the mouth of 
Black River, on White River, the bluffs 
came so close together that fir trees 
chopi^ed down on one side would reach 
the bank on the opposite side. 
It was at 
this point that Seattle commenced felling 
trees. 
By dark those trees were stretched 
aci^oss the river and so arranged that a 
cano'^ icould not go under without fii-st 
upsetting. Seattle had his men ambushed 
on either side, Avith their rude imple- 
ments of warfare, mostly bows and 
arrows. 
Seattle did not have to wait 
long after dark before the mountain 
Indians came paddling down, and before 
those behind could know what was the 
matter in front, some five or six large canoes 
with over one hundred warriors were 
struggling in the w^ater, and many who 
reached the shore were soon dispatched 
by Seattle's Flatheads. 
The remaining 
canoes that were checked before getting 
imder the obstruction were turned back, 
and- the plot to clean out the Puget 
Soiuid clam-eaters was frustrated, aud 
young Seattle was declared chief of the 
Old Man House tribe, which then com- 
])rised all the Indians between 
Alki 
Point and above Skagit Head on Puget 
Sound. 


Old man Seattle never learned the 
Chinook jargon. 
Always when giving 
white peojile information he had an in- 
terpreter. 
Old Seattle nuist have been 
past 90 at his death. 


Mr. Coombs says that when he arrived 
at Poi-t Madison over thirty years ago the 
big logs and posts they rested on at the 
Old 3[an Iiotise were a great wonder to 
all. 
The logs reaching across from one 
post to another must have been loO feet 
long, and many of them three feet at the 
butt and about one and a half to two feet 
at the smaller end. 
These logs no doubt 
were placed in position without the aid 
of anj- gear, purchase or machinery. Old 
man Seattle could not inform us as to 
when they were first erected. 
He said 
the new cedar posts were replaced in the 
ground from time to time as the old 
ones became decayed.—[Seattle (Wash.)

"Advancing ¡ ciyilizgition has brought 
means of shortening cruises, and, as a ré-, 
suit, the crews are better, their terms are 
shorter a^id life on board a vessel is by 
no means what it was in the days of the 
old sailing ships. 
But with all improve- 
ments Jack Tar is a tricky fellow, ready 
to take advantage of his captain as well 
as his mate, 
eager for ' an opi)ortun- 
ity 
to 
transgress 
without 
detec- 
tion, 
thirsty. 
for 
mischief. 
.But 
his 
mischief is not of a. .barçiless 
kind. 
Jack is in the habit of gretting 
drunk, and then hé cares for nobody^ Aot 
even for the gold lace on the captain-s 
epaulettes, and he is ready to light the 
first man who comes near him. .A short 
time before the war a law was passed pro- 
hibiting the issue of ' grog, ' as it used to 
be called, to the men. 
Before then it 
was a steady practice to dole out liquor 
to the crew at stated intervals, usually 
once a day, and in consequence every 
ship had a crew that was'fialf readj»^ for 
any desperate deed that might be sug- 
gested. 
Liquor was as free as water, 
and drunkenness among the crew was 
more common than sobriety.

THK WOBIiD*S S H E E P . 


There Are a t Ijeast Half a Billion 
o f Them—Hagre Flocks* 


"Tlie growth of the sheep industry b ^ 
yond the 34ississippi is one of the prodi- 
gious features of the great West whith 
will .do everything on a, grand scale. 
R. R. Bowker gives the following inter- 
esting facts about the sheep population 
of the- world at large and of the United 
States in particular: 


It is roughly estimated that the world 
contains at least half a billion sheep— 
possibly 
over 
600,000,000—producing 
about two billion poimds of wool. The 
world's crop of wool can only .be guessed, 
but it is certain that the humble sheep 
contributes at least $300,000,000 annually, 
in wool, to the wealth of mankind. Our 
own wool crop, greatest in 1884, when it 
•was estimated at 3Q8,000,000 pounds, was 
in 1888 265,000,000 pounds. 
Nearly half 
the wool we wcfCr is of foreign groT^h, 
tne' 
figures of 1 8 8 7 b e i n g 
a 
crop of 
2 6 9 , 0 0 0 , 0 0 0 pound.«?, an import of 1 1 4 , - 
,600,000 pounds, a n d a contents of 1 3 ^ ' - 
0 0 0 , 0 0 0 pounds wool in imported 
goods. 


T h e variations in the n u m b e r a n d g e o - 
graphical distribution of sheep in the 
United States are very noteworthy. Pre- 
vious to the war, 1840-1860, the census 
showed about 20,000,000 sheep, nearly 
all east of the Mississippi river; the sheep 
in New England, nearly 4,000,000 in 1840, 
were but half this in 1860, and the same 
was true in New York, but the new West 
more than made up the balance. The 
agricultural report for 1883 gave 50,000,- 
000 (probably an over estimate), of which 
but 21,000,000 were east of thp Missis- 
sippi, over 9,000,000 of the balance being 
on the Pacific coast. 
The current report 
estimates for 1889 43,.j99,079 sheep,val- 
ued at $90,(540,369. 
The great majority 
of sheep raisers in this country, even in 
the wool state of Ohio, are the farmers 
who keep from twenty-five to fifty, or 
even a hundred head, as a help to the 
farm. 
East of the Mississippi the number 
of flocks reaching a thousand or more is 
not large. 
The sheep is one of the small 
farmers best servants. 
It not only pro- 
duces wool and mutton, but it keeps his 
fields fertile wdth manure, cleans them 
of stubble and weeds, and by causing 
vegetation to groAv upon the hillside, 
counteracts the wa.ste of soil '"by which 
the farmer feeds the rivers from the heart 
of his pocketbook." 


In the far West, on the contrary, the 
sheep are in huge flocks, often quartered 
on government lands, supplying an ex- 
clusive occupation to hundreds of ranch- 
men. 
The census of 1880 reported twen- 
ty-one sheep ranches in Texas, New 3Iex- 
ico and California, aggregating 3,000.000 
head, au average of 140,000 to the ranch.

The quantity of nicotine in tobacco va- j 
ries from two to as much as six and even 
eight per cent.; taking the tobacco con- 
taining the smallest quantity of nicotine 
for every 100 gi-ains—say quarter of an 
ounce—there would be contained in it 
two grains of nicotine. 
An ordinary 
pipeful of tobacco would hold about one- 
twelfth of an ounce, and an ordinary ci- 
gar would contain about a quarter of an 
ounce, and therefore they would contain 
nicotine to the extent of 66, or nearly two 
thirds of a grain in the case of a pipeful, 
and about ^wo grains in the case of a ci- 
gar.

Nicotine is a very 
powerful poison, one grain being suffi- 
cient to kill and the twenty-fifth part of 
a grain sufficient to cause intense suffer- 
ing.

• "You must remember that it is, by law, 
only the captain who is authorized to ixi- 
flict punishments or order them inflicted, 
but he really very seldom bothers himself 
with the men of the crew, delegating his 
authority to his lieutenant or executive 
officer, who is virtually commander of the 
ship as far as the men go. 
The captain 
seldom knows what has been done. 
It is 
in this way that most of the violations of 
the regulations are committed by junior 
officers, who, seeing some petty offense 
by a sailor, will order him in confine- 
ment or deprived of his liberty without 
even reporting the case to the commander. 
But the more serious offenses must, of 
their nature, come before the captain for 
adjustment of punishment, and he then 
decides, in a great many cases, that it is 
necessary to have a courtmartial.

son probably is that, as in case of the ar- 
senic eater, the system to some extent 
can adapt itself to the poisonous nature 
of the inhalation so as to be able to stand 
considerably more than would under or- 
dinary circumstances be fatal. 
Water- 
cress is said to destroy the toxic principle 
of tobacco without damaging its other 
qualities, it being sufficient to moisten 
the tobacco with the juice of the water- 
cress to (deprive the tobacco of its dele- 
terious effects. 
A cigar, even if burned 
to the end, does not discharge into the 
mouth of the smoker the whole, or nearly 
the whole, of its volatile and narcotizing 
principle, t h e chief amount of w h i c h es- 
caped in the air. 
I t is well k n o w n that a 
cigar, when cut up and smoked in a pipe,, 
prodvices into.xication, or nausea, such as 
would not have been produced by a dozen 
cigars smoked in an ordinary way; the 
reason is that the tobacco of which the 
cigar is made is so strong that its volatile 
principle, which is to a great extent give.n 
off in the burning, when retained in the 
bowl of the pipe becomes intoxicating.

Mr. Charles UlcCnllocIi Talks About 
It and the Kcav Pumping; 


Happening in the Hamilton National 
bank this morning otir reporter enterfcid 
into conversation with Mr. McCulloch 
about the hew putnping inachihery aha 
water works matters in general. Mr. 
McCulloch said that only now, after his 
long service as trustee, could he visit 
the pumping house with positive pleas- 
ure. More valuable and substantial im- 
provements have been made there the 
past year than ^before and the main 
thing, an abundance of pure crystal 
watei'i seeins now to have been obtained 
without a doubt. He said: 


"The introduction of natural gas for 
fuel under the boilers and for illuminat- 
ing the building will result in a saving 
of one-third in the cost of fuel, besides 
doing away with all the dust and dirt 
from using soft coal, which produces a 
considerable amount of soot that for- 
merly settled on the waterworks basin. 


"Two large engines now give character 
to the plant and make it look metropoli- 
tan and worthy of a city the size of Fort 
Wayne. 
The surplus of water from the 
pumps, when working at as low a rate 
of speed as they can be run, keeps the 
basin full of water, so that in case of 
any extraordinary demand there will al- 
ways be an abundant supply. Now in- 
deed am I well satisfied with my efforts 
to bring these results about. 
As soon 
as possible the pipe system should be 
extended, so that every citizen can have 
pure water."

More ominous than any other one in- 


cident, however, is the sudden appear- 
ance everywhere upon the city walls of 
flaming placards, urging the, yet par- 
tially segiegated demonstrators to form 
themsehes into a compact body for pil- 
lage and resistance to tho preservation 
of law and order. 


Numerous engagements took place 


between the police and tho mob. Re- 
peatedly tho horse police charged the 
stubborn crowds, and as repeatedly were 
the policemen compelled to retreat. 
Up to a late hour in the evening the 
great city remained under the almost 
undisputed control of the enemies of so- 
cial order, its municipal government and 
its citizens seemingly paralyzed at the 
extent and proportions of the sudden 
danger with which they wereconfronted. 


Troops were, however, on their way 


to the panic-stricken city, and during 
the evening three regiments of soldiers 
arrived for its protection. Immediately 
upon the entry of the soldiers the mili- 
tary governor of the district appeared 
and warned the striking workmen and 
the mob element that death would be 
the penalty meeted out to those who at- 
tempted to interfere with the liberty of 
action of such men as chose to continue 
at work. 


The troops wore then ordered to ad- 


vance upon the enormous throng which 
confronted them. The crowd was for 
the time cowed and slowly and doggedly 
dispersed. 
At midnight all classes of 


people were looking forward to a re- 
newal of the turbulence to-day and some 
alarm is felt lest the old gothic cathe- 
dral; the university; the academies of 
art and of science, and others of the 
great arcitecturiil works of the city, may 
be attacked.

PANTHER JOE. 


An Extraordinary Arizona Indian. 


,ff-' ' 


HOETLY after 
the discovery of 
gold at Ante'lope 
Peak and along 
the Hassayampa 
Kiver, in 1863, a 
Yaqui Indiai\, ai'- 
rived in that part 
of Arizona 
and 


engaged in min- 
ing. He bore the 
name of Hijinio 
Carabal. 


In general ap- 


p e a r a n c e t h e 
^Yaqui didnotdif- 
'fer from others of 
}as race, save 
that the right ear 


was missing, and on that side of his 
neck he carried three scars resembling 
such as might have been left from knife 
wounds. Like all his people he was 
passionately fond of intoxicating liquor, 
but as he was harmless and inoffensive 
when under its intluence. and imposed 
upon his fellow-miners no greater inflic- 
tion than was to be created by tho 
weird music of his native tribe as pro- 
duced on an antiquated and discordant 
harmonica or mouth-organ— which he 
always carried with him— the Indian 
was regarded as a compadre and per- 
mitted to pursue liis natural inclina- 
tions. He secured a good claim and 
took out a large quantity of dust, near- 
ly all of which was spent over the bars, 
to his evident satisfaction and increase 
of popularity with the miners. 


Mexicans who came to the diggings 


from Sonera subsequent to the arrival 
of Hijinio told stories regarding him. 
They asserted that he had formed a 
close corporation with the devil, and 
was in the habit of roaming over the 
mountains and through the forests 
with wild and savage beasts, with 
which he v\as on the most friendly 
terms. His light oar, they .said, had 
been taken off by a stroke from the 
paw of a huge jaguar, which also left 
the scars on his neck. The Yaqui was 
playing v\ ith the animal in the timber 
when the accident occurred aud he

afterward severely punished his rough 
playmate for its disastrous careless- 
ness. 


This and similar stories produced no 


further effect upon the- American min- 
ers than to cause them to apply the 
cognomen of "Panther Joe" to Hijinio 
Carabel, the latter name being long 
and somewhat difficult to pronounce. 
, It was six months after his arrival 
that the Yaijiii earned the title of 
"Panther Joe,'' and became a hero as 
well as a mystery to every man in the 
"diggings." A family named Stapley 
came out from California and estab- 
lishc<] ,0, station near Antelope, but 
severaj miles from where any people 
were mining or living. 


One evening after 
sundown, and 


when the men-folk were away, Mrs. 
Stapley went to the corral for the pur- 
pose of milking her cows, taking with 
her a little daughter 3 years old and 
also a rifle as protection from the con- 
stant dangers of that country in that 
period. The woman had proceeded 
with her duties but a few minutes when 
she was startled by a scream of terror 
from the child, and upon turning hi 
the direction of the sound was horrified 
to see a large panther jump over the 
fence with her child in its mouth.

was absent, and it was two clays be- 
fore he again put in an appearance. 
"When he diet so he showed signs of dis- 
sipation, but, as it was known that he 
would have been unable to reach any 
place where whisky was to have been 
obtained without the miners learning 
of it, this condition was attributed to 
his experience with the panther at the 
time tlie child was rescued or after he 
had followed it from Stapley's place. 
Nothing could induce Joe to converse 
on the subject until some weeks after- 
ward, when one of the miners killed a 
panther, over which fact the Yaqui 
grieved greatly and stated that the 
animal was his friend and the one from 
which he saved the little child.

Feeling the necessity of ascertaining 
if Indians had a camp in that vicinity, 
they cautiously penetrated a willow 
thicket in the direction of the sound. 


When they reached the creek they 


found themselves at the edge of a 
green open space in the shape of an 
amphitheater—a bend in the stream 
and high precipitous walls of rock, 
vnri-colored with mosses and delicate 
mountain wild flowers, forming an al- 
most perfect circle.

pelled to" give up her mysteries. Hidden 
laws have conic out of their hiding place. 
The earth and the heavens, since they have 
been ransacked by geologist find botanist 
and astronomer, appear so different from 
what they once were that they may be 
called "the new heavens and the "new 
earth." 


This research and discoveiy will have 


powerful effect upon the religions world. 
They must either advance or arrer-t fhrN- 
tiauity, make men better or make them 
worse, bo 
the. • church's honor or tin; 


church's overthrow. Christians, aware of 
thi« in the early ages of di^-overy, wero 
nervous and fearful as to the progro-s of 
science. They feared thai some natural 
law. before unknown, would suddenly 
spring into harsh collision with Chris- 
tianity. 
Gunpowder and 
iho gleam of 


swords would not so much havo been feared 
by religionists as electric batteries, voltaic 
piles, and astronomical apparatus. It was 
feared that Moses and the prophets vould 
bo run over by skeptical chemists and 
philosophers. 
Some, of the followers of 


Aristotle, after tho invention of the tele- 
scope, refused to look through that instru- 
ment, lest what nicy saw would overthrow 
tho teachings of that great philosopher. 
But the Christian religion has no such ap- 
prehension now. 


Bring on your telescopes nnd microscopes 


and spectroscopes—and the more tho bet- 
ter. The God of nature is the God of the 
Bible, and in all the univer.-e and in all the 
eternities Ho never once contradicted Him- 
self. Christian merchants endow universi- 
ties, and in them Christian professors in- 
struct the children of Christian communi- 
ties. Tho warmest and most, enthusiastic 
friends of Christ arc the bravest and most 
enthusiastic friends o( science. The church 
rejoices as much over every discovery as 
the world rejoices. Good im-n have found 
that there is no war between science and 
rcVgiou. That which at first has seemed to 
be the weapon of the infidel has turned out 
to be the weapon ot the Christian. 


Again, nature offers an invaluable con- 


tribution to Christianity by tho illustration 
she makes of divino truth. The inspired 
writers seized upon the advantages offered 
by tlio natural world. Trees and rivers and 
clouds and rocks broke forth into holy and 
enthusiastic utterances. Would Christ set 
forth the strength of faith, he points to tho 
sycamore, whose roots spread out and strike 
down and clinch themselves amid great 
depths of earth, aud he said that faith was 
strong enough to tear that up by the roots. 


At Hnwarden, England. Mr. "Gladstone, 


while showing mo his trees during a pro- 
longed walk through his magnificent park, 
pointed out a sycamore, and with a wave of 
the hand said, "In your visit to the Holy 
Land did you sec any sycamore more im- 
pressive than that?" I confessed that Iliad 
not. Its branches were not moie remark- 
able than its roots. It waste such a tree 
that Jesus pointed when ho would illustrate 
the power of faith. "Ye might say untothis 
sycamore tree, Bo Ihou plucked up by the 
root and be thou cast into tlio sea, and it 
would obey you." One reason why Christ 
has fascinated the world iisnoothcrtciicher 
Is because instead of using severe argument 
he was always telling how something in the 
spiritual world was liko unto somc'thing in 
tho natural world.

'Ho is troubled already for them. Verily he 
has sacrificed his li>o that thoy might live.

' Fear not. Two blo^scd words Christ 
spoke in tho presence of death. This was 
the first. Standing alongside of his disciple 
expectant of tho grim messenger, he drew 
forth his sword and smoto down death's 
dread attendant, Foar. No longer now 
should the Christian fear death.

•sword has slain this enemy of souls. And 
so we see tho martyrs going to tho stake 
unshaken and composed.

A British dentist, Dr. Scanes 
Spicer, has been struck with the fre- 
quency with which carious teeth are 
associated-v\ith nasal obstruction, and 
he believes that a relation exists be- 
tween them. Mouth-breathing, which 
in such cases is enforced, may act as a 
predisposing cause of caries of the 
teeth in \arious ways. Exposure to 
the cold air tends to cause inflamma- 
tion of the tooth-pulp, produces con- 
gestion of the imicous membrane and 
a secretion of stringy acid mucus, and 
dries the mucus so that it forms a fer- 
tile soil for the disease germs. 


SIG. Sccci, ^ho claims to have in- 


vented a liquid which enables a man to 
go without solid food, has reached Lon- 
don. 
Medical men on the continent 


have been examining his claims and 
are astonished at the results of their 
investigations. Succi intends to show 
the Londoners how he can fast, and 
then come to this country.

A Suburban Garden. 


Don't rest satisfied when your front 


lawn is well covered with velvety grass, 
though I admit it is something to be 
proud of. Fill the land in the rear of 
the house with flowers aud shrubbery. 
Perennial plants live for years, and be- 
come more beautiful with age. For a 
bed next the fence, or bordering the 
driveway, these flowers give great sat- 
isfaction. 
By planting crocus, narcis- 


sus, pansies, lilies, roses, spirea, phlox 
—the newer varieties are beautiful— 
columbine, sweet William, aconitum, 
delphinium, veronica, valeriana, gypso- 
phila, (mist,) anemone and pyrethrum, 
you will have flowers during the whole 
season. Hardy climbers—prairie rose, 
clematis, wistaria and honeysuckle— 
add beantv to a house, and if trained on 
galvanized wire, which can easily be 
removed when repairs or painting are 
necessary, need not touch the wood- 
work. 
A dollar invested in such an- 


nuals as mignonette, sweet alyssnm, 
asters, petunias, nasturtiums, scabiosa, 
salvia, and sweet peas, will yield a won- 
derful return. The most lovely of all 
trellises is one covered with the last 
named flowers. A light frame of wire 
made in fine network to support the 
delicate tendrils of the vine is necessary. 
There have been great improvements in 
sweet peas in late years, the new varie- 
ties producing a much larger flower 
and one of a great variety of hues. If 
you grow verbenas, start them in the 
house; they make stronger plants from 
the seed than from cuttings. It is 
necessary to have fresh seed, and to 
transplant when about four inches high. 
French cannas repay the trouble of 
starting early. 
This is a beautiful 


variety, as the foliage is luxuriant and 
varied in color, and profuse bloomers, 
having orchid-like flowers, varying from 
crimson, rose, yellow, s>almon and in- 
termediate shades. Soak the seeds in 
hot water before planting. 
Ten weeks 


stocks should also be started in the 
house, under glass, to be ready to plant 
out after all clanger from frost is over. 
Of summer blooming bulbs, gladioli and 
tuberoses are the best; the latter should 
be planted in pots and plunged in the 
border. Greenhouse plants—geraniums, 
heliotrope, fuchsia, lemon 
verbena, 


arbutilon—must not be set out until the 
last of May. Chrysanthemums may be 
planted rather earlier, though some of 
the newer kinds require careful treat- 
ment.

Our party consisted of eight kids, all 
told, commanded by Sergeant Jacob 
Baker. We started on our expedition 
aboxit 9 o'clock a. m. 
After traveling 


four or five miles we came to a large 
field which lay on a high, rolling plain 
overlooking a stream on which stood a 
flouring mill. The mill was being run 
by some Yanks, who had captured a 
lot of wheat, which they were grinding. 
The stream was bordered with a heavy 
growth of timber, which shut out the 
view of the country beyond to which 
we were going. 
After crossing the 


stream and going alxmt a quarter of a 
mile we again came to an open country, 
where the road made au angle to the 
north, 


We traveled about five miles farther, 


when we came to a plantation. We 
found about half a barrel of flour, a 
bushel of corutneal. a butt of tobacco, 
some bacon, hanis nnd shoulders. I 
proceeded to an old log hut near by, 
which was inhabited by a lady and 
three, small children. They were in 
hard luck. 
They seemed to have 


scarcely anything to eat. I found four 
gallons of candied honey, which I cov- 
eted very nuich: but we did not have 
the courage to deprive, her and her 
children of anv of the necessaries of 


rectiou. Then the party up the road, 
our opponents, charged us. 
We fell 


rapidly back, and turning thp corner 
of the angle wo *au' a graud sight. 
The mill was still running, and so were 
the Yanks and negroes. 
They were 


rapidly disappearing over the hill to- 
ward camp, leaving us in possession of 
a large amount of tlour and meal. Wo 
loaded up all we could haul aud went 
on our way full handed in provisions, 
I have always thought those mill boys 
imagined they wore attacked by five A' 
six hundred .lohnnips, and had a terri- 
ble story to tell their comrades on 
their return home.

port all our forage to camp. We soon 
found a way to do this. We found a 
yoke of oxen and a cart and a negro 
driver. We accordingly loaded our 
provisions on the eart, mounted the 
negro on the load to drive, aud started 
for cam]), it being about three o'clock 
in the afternoon. 


We proceeded aleng finely. The 


road for several miles was bordered by 
heavy timber on our left, while planta- 
tion after plantation lay on our right. 
I watched the negro driver sitting upon 
his perch driving the oxen so gentle 
and nice. A longing desire to drive 
oxen took possession of me, which de- 
sire I felt unable to resist. I took the 
long gad-whip from the negro, telling 
him at the same time that I was an old 
.ox-drive. I rode up by the side of the 
off ox and commenced to larrup the 
animals gently to increase their speed, 
which I immediately accomplished, for 
they started to run. I. being mounted, 
kept by their side for some time trying 
my best to stop them. I yelled "Whoa, 
Buck! whoa, Berry!" bnt they would 
not "whoa," but left the road, going 
into the timber, bellowing at every 
jump, the negro clinging on for dear life". 
One wheel of the cart suddenly struck 
a Stump about two feet high, throwing 
the oxen, turning thecPrt and contents 
upside down. 
The darky lit about 


fifteen feet from the cart. We gath- 
ered up our things as best we could. 
We had an old dress-skirt tied over the 
barrel in which we had our flour; con- 
sequently we did not lose much of that, 
and as luck would have it our jars of 
honey were all right. After loading 
up, the negro was duly installed as 
driver for the rest of the journey. 


When within a mile of the mill be- 


fore mentioned, which stood near an 
.angle in the road, J intimated that 
there would be considerable flour on 
hand at the mill, and that it would be 
an .easy thing to stampede the 1>oys 
from there if we would work it right.

A few 
months later a larger vessel, propelled 
by an engine of twelve-horse power, 
attained a speed of seven miles an 
hoar. In 1801 a Scotchman named 
Symington constructed for Lord Dun- 
das a canal steamboat with a stern- 
wheel 
driven by * a 
steam-engine 


twenty-two inches in diameter, bnt it 
was laid up soon afterward because it 
was feared the banks of the canal 
might be injured by the waves. 


These experiments toward the appli- 


cation of steam to water navigation 
bring us down to 1803. in which year 
the immortal Robert Fulton appears 
upon the scene. Fulton built a steam- 
boat and launched it on the river 
Seine, at Paris, in 1803. In 1806 he 
returned to the United States, and 
with Chancellor K. Livingston had a 
boat built 130 feet long, called the 
Clermont, which made a successful 
trip from Xew York to Albany and 
return, accomplishing a speed of nve 
miles an hour. 


The engine of the Clermont, which 


is shown in the illustration, had a 
steam cylinder twenty-four inches in 
diameter and a stroke of four feet. 
The boiler was twenty feet long and 
the wheels fifteen feet in diameter. 


The Clermont, after having ' been 


lengthened ten feet, made regular trips 
to Albany iu 1808, and was the first 
steamboat ever made commercially suc- 
cessful. 


Col. John Stevens, in 1804, experi- 


mented with encouraging success with 
a small vessel driven by a high-press- 
ure engine, a sectional boiler, and a 
single screw. 
He also tried twin 


screws, the steamboat having a length 
of sixty-eight' feet and a breadth of 
fourteen feet. This machinery. •» Inch 
is shown in the illustration, is retained, 
in a good state of preservation, at the 
Stevens Institute of Technology, in 
Hoboken. X. J. In 1844 it was placed 
in a new hull and produced a speed of 
eight miles an hour. 


The experiments and inventions of 


Hulls, Jdnffrer, Fitcb, Fulton, Ste- 


steam navigation, and it was not until 
1833 that any further serious attempts 
were made at ocean steamship navi- 
gation. In that year the Eoyal AYil- 
liam made the trip from Quebec to 
Londbn in twenty-five days. In 1838 
regular voyages began to be made, the 
pioneers being the Sirius unA Great 
Western, the former of which made 
the distance from London to New York 
in .seventeen days, and the latter from 
Bristol to New York in fifteen days. 
This was a great advance on the time 
made by the Savannah and the Uoyal

' MIND SUPERSEDES INSTINCT. 


Man Has Lost Many Instincts P< 


sessed by the Lower Animals. . 
If the doctrine he true that man ii 


really the heir of all the various species^ 
and genera of the animal kingdom, 
seem* a little hind upon us that, even by 
way of exception, we inherit none of the 
most marvellous instincts of those species 
and genera, and have to be content with 
those greater but purely human faculties 
by which even the most wonderful of 
animal instincts have been somehow dis- 
tinguished. 
Wr John Lubbock main- 


tains with a good deal of plausibility 
that there are insects, and very likely 
even higher animals, which 
perceive 


colors of which we have no glimpse, aud 
hear sound* which to us ;irc inaudible. 
Yet we never hear of a lnmi;r\ retina 
that includes in its vision those cold's 
depending on the vibrations of the ether 
which arc too slow or too rapid for our 
oidinary eyes, nor of a human car 
which is entranced with music that to 
the great majority of our species is abso- 
lutely inaudible. 


Again, we never hear of a human being 


who could perform the feat, of which 
we were told only recently, of a blood- 
hound 
In a dark night it followed up 


for thice miles the trail of a thief with 
whom the bloodhound could have never 
been in contact (he had just purloined 
some roll- of tan from the tanyard in 
which the dog was chained up), aud 
finally s-at down under the tree in which 
the man had taken refuge. 
Why, we 


wonder, are those finer powers for dis- 
criminating and following the track of 
the scent, which so many of the lower 
animals possess, entirely extinguished in 
man, if man be the real heir of all the 
various genera which show power in- 
ferior to his own! 


We see no trace in animals of that 


high enjoyment of the finer scents which 
make the blossoming of the spring (low- 
ers so great a delight to human beings, 
and yet men arc entirely destitute of that 
almost unerring power of tracking the 
pith of an odor, which seems to be one 
of the principal gifts of many quad- 
rupeds and some birds. It is the same 
with the power of a dog or cat to find its 
way back to a home to which it is at- 
tached, but from which it has been taken 
by a route that it cannot possibly follow 
on its return, even if it had the power of 
observing that route, which it has not. 
Nothing could be more convenient than 
such a power to a lost child. But no one 
ever heard of any child who possessed it. 


Still more enviable is that instinct pos- 


se-sod by f-o many birds of crossing great • 
tracts of laud and sea without apparently 
any landmarks or seamarks to guide 
them, and of reaching a quarter of the 
globe which many of them have never 
visited before, while those who have 
visited it before have not visited it often 
enough to learn the way—at least by tiny i

The site of this vault V 
and burial ground is correctly located on 
a chart made from a survey of '''Wash- 
ington's birthplace," by A, Lindenkohl, 
in September. 1870. copies of which chart 
can be obtained from the office of the 
United State-; Co;i*t and Geodetic survey f 
inAVayhington. 
The spot is occasionally if 


visited by tourists, and was seen by Bishop ^ 
Mcade in l.s.17. who describes its neglect-1 
ed condition as ''disgusting."

since. The burial ground occupies a 
space fifty or sixty feet square. An arch 
of the vault fell iu many years ago, and 
the excavation is nearly tilled with debris.

(John 
and Mildred) of Lawrence AVashington, 
grandfather of Gen. George AVashington.

George ('. Washington sold the AVake- 
field estate to John Gray, but made 
reservation of the old family 'burial 
ground and sixty feet square at the birth- 
place.

ton's son, Lewis Washington, granted 
both spots to the Commonwealth on con- 
dition that they be sutably marked, ar.d 
enclosed. The Legislature accepted the 
grant, but the conditions were not com- 
plied with.

acquired title to the sixty feet square at 
the birthplace and the other land adjoin- 
ing for the purpose of marking that spot 
with a monument, but nothing was dond 
about the burial ground.

to the use of point d'esprit, crepe lisse, 
Tnousseliue de soie, and the daintiest 
:>f laces end nets. These materials 


brocadB satins are also utilized iu 
these i^iufaciuies. 


Sun faitbrcllat, which on occasion 


can also be used for rain, have handles 
which ark decorated with very natural- 
looking fruit and nuts, Midi as cher- 
ries, lady apples, grapes, walnuts, and 


are puffed, gathered, and made into 
ruffles and jabots, with which to cover 
a plain foundation of silk or satin, and 
the parasols so decorated are styled 
'"jV'<»iiies." The first illustration sliows 
one made of pale gray crepe lisse over 
satin of the same color. The lisse is 
gathered very full under the flat knob 
at the toj) of the stick and again at the 
edge of the para-sol, from which point 
it hangs in a soft ruille about one and 
one-half inches deep. A large bow 
and ends of striped satin ribbon fin- 
ishes the top, and a silken cord and 
tassel decorates the handle. 


The parasol shown in the second cut 


is of black and white point d'esprit 
over white silk. The net, which is 
only slightly gathered at the top, is 
arranged in a full puff with a narrow 
heading on the lower half of the para- 
sol and the edge is finished with a deep 
full of lace to match. The knob and 
handle are of natural ''acacia" wood. 
The prevailing, shape in this style—in 
fact, in nearly all the designs—is the 


"Dome," which is much more bowed 
than were those of last season. 


Another style, a compromise between 


the ''Maries" and those whose cover is 
stretched perfectly plain 
over the 


frame, is shown iu the sketch above. 
This parasol is of black figured net and 
dark red surah. The net is gathered 
into a full double rosette in the center, 
and is then divided and drawn over 
each, rib in a full puff. Loops and 
flowing ends of double-faced black and 
red ribbon complete the top: the inside 
of the parasol is lined with red silk, 
the handle is of "wachsel" wood, beau- 
tifully carved. Frequently iu this de- 
sign the space between the puffs is 
covered with open-work embroidery or 
lace. 


For ordinary wear no style will find 


greater favor than that made of plaid- 


ed surah or silk, for in these parasols 
every combination of colors can be 
found in plaids of every degree of size. 
The' one illustrated has twelve ribs, 
and the shape is less deep than those 
found in other makes. The ribbon bow 
matches the plaid, and the handle is of 
buffalo-horn. 
A variation of this style 


has' fourteen ribs, and resembles"in 
shape a flat Japanese umbrella. 


A distinctive feature of this season's 


designs is theintrocVuction of horizontal 
trimmings of Vandyke lace, either as 
an applique or an insertion on a silk 
or satin foundation. Contrasting col- 
ors are usually employed, although in 
some eases the rarest of point aud 
duchesse laces trim gros-grain silk or 
satin of the same creamy tint.. The 
fifth model shows a parasol made of 
electric blue silk, trimmed with white 
lace in Vandyke points, used as an ap- 


plique. The handle is of bamboo, the 
ribs are finished off with cubical-shap- 
ed ivory Jtips, and on the inside at 
covered with silk the color of thj 
side.

; Don't rest «atisfled whea your front 
lawn is well covered with velvety grass, 
though I admit it is something to be 
proud of. Fillthe land in tho rear of 
the house with flowers and shrubbery. 
Perennial plants live for yeara, aud be- 
come more beautiful with age. For a 
bed next the fence, or brmlering the 
driveway, theso flowers give great sat- 
isfaction. 
By planting crocus, narcis- 


sus, puiisies, lilies, roses, sptren, phlox 
—the newer varieties are beautiful— 
columbine, sweet "William, aconitum, 
delphinium, veronica, valerians, gypso- 
phila, (mist,) ftnemone and pyrethrum, 
you will have flowers during the whole 
season. Hardy climbers—prairie rose, 
clematis, wistaria and honeysuckle- 
add beautv to a house, and if trained on 
galvanized wire, which can easily be 
removed when repairs or painting are 
necessary, need not touch the wood- 
work. A dollar invested in such an- 
nuals as mignonette, sweet alynaum, 
asters, petunias, nasturtiums, Bc&biosa, 
nalvia, and sweet- peas, will yield a won- 
derful return. The mot.t lovel 
trellises is one covered with 
named flowers. A light frame of wire 
made iu fine network to support the 
delicate tendrils of the vine ia necessary. 
There have been great improvements in 
sweet peas in late years, the now varie- 
ties producing a much larger flower 
and one of a great variety of Imea. If 
you prow verbenas, start them iu the 
house; tliey make stronger plants from 
the seed than from 
cnttings.
